IT WAS A LARGE VERDICT. 


The Ju ry Gav e Mrs. Atkiu s § 15,833.6 9 
for the Death of Her Hu sband, 
An En;rineer. 


T he largest 
v erdict 
ev er giv en 
against the Atlantic and West Point 
railroad was retu rned last Satu rday 
at Fairbu rn, Ga., in the Campbell 
cou nty su perior cou rt. 
On October 5, 18 9 5, Alex Atkins, 
an engineer of the West Point road, 
was instantly killed in a head end 
collision 
between 
Red 
Oak and 
Fairbu rn. 
Death 
came 
instanta- 
iieou sly , 
and when 
the 
rescu ing 
party reached !be engine 
Atkins 
was fou nd Jead, with his hand on 
the throttle. 
Mrs. Mary Atkins, the widow of 
the dead engineer, 
filed 
su it 
for 
dam ages against the Atlantic and 
West Point Railroad com pany for 
# 25,000, alleging that her hu sband^s 
death was du e to negligence u pon 
the part of the telegraph operator 
who 
gav e 
train 
orders 
at 
East 
Point. 
The su it, was reached last week

T he railroad 
was 
represented by 
Dorsey , Brewster & 
Howell, 
the 
road's attorney s. 
Mrs. Atkins 
w’as 
represented by Mr. Bu rton Smith, 
who associated with him the law 
firm of Longino 
& Golightly , of 
Fairbu rn. 
The 
litigation continu ed 
three 
day s, du ring which time many fea­ 
tu res 
in railroad 
litigation 
were 
brou ght to light. The road claimed 
that Engineer Atkins had been giv en 
three train orders. 
One order wag 
to pass an ex tra train below F air­ 
bu rn. 
The second order was to 
pass the regu lar fast passenger train 
at Fairbu rn, and the third order 
was to cou ntermand the second or ­ 
der, making the meeting point 
Red Oaks instead of Fairbu rn. 
The 
defense 
su mmoned 
many 
witnesses, among whom was C on­ 
du ctor Law, who was in charge 
o f 
the ill fated train which was being 
pu lled by Engineer Atkins. 
Mr. Bu rton Smith contended that 
only two orders had been issu ed. 
He claimed that one order was to 
meet the ex tra train below Fairbu rn, 
and the second order was to meet 
the incoming fast train at Fairbu rn. 
Viewing the case from the stand­ 
point taken by the plaintiffs, 
the 
telegraph operator was in error, as 
Fairbu rn 
had 
not 
been 
reached 
when the collision occu rred. 
The v erdict of the ju ry gav e to 
Mrs Atkins the largest amou nt of 
damages that 
has 
ev er been re­ 
cov ered 
from 
a 
railroad 
in the 
history of damage litigation in that 
stau , and it is sal’^the records do not 
shoiv ihat larger v erdicts hav e ev er 
been receiv ed ex cept in 
two i n­ 
stances. 
The amou nt of the v erdict— $15,“ 
^33 
something ex ceedingly 
u nu su al in these 
day s, 
when so 
many damage su its are being filed 
against 
railroads 
and 
other c or ­ 
porations. 
Engineer Atkins had been in the 
emplo y o f the West Po int ro ad fo r 
mo re than fifteen y ears. 
His ho me 
was in Mo ntgo mery , Ala., where 
his wido w no w resides. 
The train o n which Engineer At­ 
kins 
left Atlanta o n Octo ber 5 , 


18 9 5, was known as the Cannon 
Bali. 
It left the u nion depot early 
in the morning, as the day was ju st 
breaking. 
Condu ctor Law was in 
charge. 
When the fast train reached East 
Point Engineer Atkins receiv ed his 
orders 
How many orders he re ­ 
ceiv ed IS in dou bt, bu t it is certain 
that he was u nder the impression 
that he had a clear track before 
him u ntil Fairbu rn was reached, as 
he pu lled open the throttle and his 
engine reeled and rattled 
off the 
miles toward Fairbu rn. 
Red Oak was passed, and after 
getting ov er the switches, the throt­ 
tle was opened to the last notch. 
Engineer Atkins was looking ahead 
at 
the 
shining rails, which were 
slick with the morning dew. At the 
time the Cannon Ball passed Red 
Oak, 
the 
fast 
night f train 
from 
Montgomery was ru shing past F a ir ­ 
bu rn, waking the v illage u p with its 
shrill whistle. 
Both engineers were 
u naware of their peril and the peril 
of the liv es of the passengers. 
Engineer Atkins was intent u pon 
making Fairbu rn for the meeting 
point, and the engineer of the in­ 
coming train was hu rry ing to Red 
Oak, where he thou ght he was lo 
pass the Cannon Ball. 
As 
the 
Cannon 
Ball 
ru mbled 
throu gh a cu t and dashed ou t u pon 
an embankment. Engineer Atkins 
was horrified to see the engine of 
the night train speeding down u pon 
him. 
He rev ersed his engine. 
The 
air brakes sizzed and the fire flew 
from the rails. 
Then came a shock. 
Tenders, 
engines,

LARGEST RUN ON RECORD. 


Htuitiof Interest Picked Up 
Va« 
rions Sources for the Beueflt of 
“J) emoc i a t ' li cader® 


The 
longest 
regular 
daily run 
made without a stop by any rail­ 
way train in 
the 
world has just 
been placed on the schedule ot the 
Great Western railway ot England. 
It is made between Paddington 
station, in London, and Exeter, a 
distance of 
194 
miles, 
in 
three 
hours 
and 
thirty-six 
minutes by 
what is 
known 
as 
the Cornwall 
express. 
It is remarkable 
not so much 
owing to the time as ^or the fact 
that not a stop is made from one 
end of the run to the other. 
There 
have been longer runs made with­ 
out a stop, but they were made by 
special and not regular trams. 
The 
average speed attained by the C o r n ­ 
wall express when making this run 
is 51. 7 miles an hour, 
although, 
owing to a peculiar construction of 
the road at Bristol, 118 miles from 
London, the train is obliged to slow 
down to a speed of ten miles an 
hour. 


This express train is composed 
of six long coaches, a tender and 
engine. 
An American would call it 
a vestibule train, 
but 
‘ he 
English 


prefer to call the cars ' ‘bogie cler 
estoried corridor co a ch e s , " bogie 
being a term applied to the trucks. 
T h e y are fully as heavy as an ordi­ 
nary drawing room car, each one 
weighing 
about 
47, 000 
pounds, 
while the train wiihout the engine 
and tender weighs 140 tons. 
The 
weight of the engine and tender is 
eighty-one tons, 
making the total 
weight of the train as it rushes along 
on its long run 221 tons. 
During the run it is necessary to 
take water for the engine twice. 
This, however, does not necessitate 
any stop, as it is taken up from a 
trench beside the track as the train 
speeds along at nearly a miie a min­ 
ute. 
Th e engine which draws this e s ­ 
sentially ‘ ‘through train" is a curious 
looking ponderous affair, quite un­ 
like any locomotive sten on A m e r ­ 
ican roads. 
It has on either side a 
single huge driving wheel seven feet 
eight inches in diameter, while what 
must 
by 
comparison 
be 
termed 
small wheels of the engine, six m 
number, known as trailers, are four 
feet six inches in diameter. 
T h e water tank on the engine 


holds 
30, 000 gallons, 
and 
when 
running at full 
speed there is a 
steam pressure of 160 pounds to the 
square inch, while there is a beating 
surface of 1, 561 square feet. 
Each day 
the run is made, the 
tram leaving Paddington station at 
10:25 o’clock in the morning, and it 
never fails to roll into St. 
D a vid ’s 
station, in Exeter, exactly on time. 
The time allowed by the schedule 
for ibis run makes no allowance for 
delays of any kind. 
Even the time 
lost in going over 
loop around 
Bristol and the necelfsity of slowing 
down when going through Bath 
is 
now allowed for. 


To Ventilate Railroad Cars. 
People who complain about the 
lack 
of 
ventilation 
in 
passenger 
cars, 
and 
whose reiterated co m ­ 
plaints are growdng louder, 
will be 
interested 
to know that their p r o ­ 
tests have been heard in one quar­ 
ter at least, 
although as yet not 
much reform has been accomplish­ 
ed. 
It is something, however, that 
an effort has been made. 
It IS a difficult problem, Dr. D u d ­ 
ley, 
an expert of the Pennsylvania 
Raurot. d company, says, after m a k ­ 
ing many experiments. 
The con 
ditions environing the ventilation 
of 
moving 
railway coaches 
with 
small cubic contents in proportion 
to the number of people, with the 
necessity for keeping out cinders 
and dust, are difticiiU to meet. 
It IS figured that 3, 000 cubic feet 
per person of pure air must be sup­ 
plied to ventilate a car, and for a 
car containing 
sixty 
persons this 
means that the total of the air in 
the car must be changed once ever 
eighty seconds, or forty times ai 
hour. 
It would be impracticable to 
do this and heat the air from 
zero 
to 70 degrees, Dr. Dudley says. 
T h e 
experiments 
made hy the 
company 
have 
been based upon 
supplying half that amount of fresh 
air, and it has found 
that it can 
furnish that amount, 
but 
cannot 
warm it in zero weather. 
An un­ 
satisfactory conclusion arrived at is 
that during extreme weatner a little 
poorer ventilation might be endured 
for a month or two.
